At  another  prayer-meeting  before  the  evening  ser¬ 
vice,  a  very  impressive  address  was  made  on  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  incurred  by  the  enjoyment  of  a  series  of 
services  like  the  present,  and  their  inevitable  influence, 
for  good  or  ill, — as  a  savour  of  life  or  death.  Both  of 
the  prayer-meetings  were  precious  seasons,  and  have 
left  impressions  too  deep  to  be  forgotten,  and  loo  plea¬ 
sant  not  to  be  frequently  recalled. 

In  the  evening,  after  service  in  the  Church,  a  ser¬ 
mon  was  preached  from  Luke  xv.  10.  The  propriety 
of  rejoicing  at  the  conversion  of  a  sinner,  as  well  as 
the  various  reasons  for  joy  at  such  an  event,  were 
fully  set  forth.  The  happiness  of  the  subjects  of  this 
great  change,  and  the  misery  of  the  worldly  wicked 
were  respectively  unfolded  ;  and  the  whole  subject  so 
treated  as  to  magnify  the  glorious  realities  of  religion 
into  something  like  their  real  value,  and  to  throw  into 
the  shade  the  lesser  objects  of  the  w’orld's  ambition. 

The  prayer-meeting  on  the  next  morning  was  more 
fully  attended  than  either  of  the  former,  and  the  spirit 
of  those  fully  maintained.  In  one  of  the  addresses 
the  necessity  of  supreme  love  to  God  was  explained, 
and  enforced  by  a  just  view  of  the  misery  of  man,  and 
of  God's  love  to  us  in  Christ  Jesus ;  in  the  other.®,  the 
trials  and  sorrows  of  human  life  were  dwelt  upon  as 
motives  to  a  religious  life.  These  subjects  were  ren¬

of  the  Churcli  in  New-England,  and  especially  of  that 
of  our  little  Rhode  Island.  New-England  at  large 
has  been  to  the  Church,  what  she  has  been  to  the  popu¬ 
lation  of  the  country,  a  principal  source  whence  the 
tide  of  emigration  has  been  supplied,  which  has  been 
spreading  tlirougliout  the  borders  of  the  land.  To  a 
very  groat  extent  this  section  of  our  country  has 
proved  a  mirsory  of  ministers  for  the  Church  at  large. 
And  w  bile  the  continually  recurring  removals  of  our 
most  interesting  and  useful  members  to  distant  fields 
of  labour  has  been  an  occasion  of  depression  and 
sorrow,  not  very  far  removed  from  that  which  attends 
the  breaking  up  and  scattering  of  the  domestic  cir¬ 
cle  :  yet  it  has  been  sweetly  alleviated  by  observing 
how  tlie  Church  still  increases  and  prospers,— how  the 
vacant  places  are  filled,  and  other  labourers  raised  up 
in  the  room  of  the  departed.  It  would  be  interesting 
to  trace  out  the  history  of  one  of  our  Churches,  which 
at  this  moment  occura  to  up,  and  which  has  furnished 
an  almost  unequalled  number  of  labourers  in  various 
foreign  fields,  and  yet  has  been  progressively  prosper¬ 
ous  beyond  almost  any  other  example  among  us. 

In  th's  work  of  “scattering,”  our  little  flock  in  this 
Stale  has  been  called  of  late  to  bear  no  small,  and 
we  may  frankly  add,  no  very  willing  and  cheerful 
portion.  And  yet  as  the  work  of  the  Ixird  still  pros¬ 
pers  in  our  hands,  we  may  well  say,  “  It  is  the  Lord, 
let  him  do  as  seemeth  to  him  good.”  And  such,  Vve 
ore  sure,  must  have  been  the  feeling  of  those  who 
were  privileged  to  attend  the  recent  meeting  of  the 
Convocation. 

Inclement  and  severe  ns  are  the  chill  blasts  of  a 
New-England  December,  the  attendance  of  the  cler¬ 
gy,  on  this  monthly  occasion,  was  prompt  and  full. 
'J'he  meeting  was  opened  in  more  than  its  usual  spi¬ 
rit  of  brotherly  love  and  zeal  for  the  welfare  of  our 
beloved  Zion.  It  was  in.stantly  evident  that  some¬ 
thing  beyond  a  cold  sense  of  duty  brought  them  to- 
getlmr.  Nor  was  it  less  apparent  that  the  large  and 
attentive  congregation,  which  convened  on  the  first 
evening,  were  attracted  from  their  business  or  plea- 
Bures  by  a  more  than  usual  interest  in  the  services  of 
the  sanctuary. 

On  this  occasion  the  preacher’s  theme  was  drawn 
from  John  iii.  14,  in  which  the  Saviour,  in  his  inter¬ 
view  with  Nicodemus  refers  to  that  interesting  type, 
the  lifting  up  of  the  brazen  serpent  in  the  wilderness, 
as  illustrating  the  lifting  up  of  himself  on  the  cMsst. 
And  while  the  general  subject  of  salvation  by  a  cruci¬ 
fied  Saviour  was  exhibited  before  the  dying  sinner,  to 
guide  him  to  the  Lamb  of  God,  the  preacher  dwelt 
chiefly  on  the  nature  of  that  faith  which  is  effectual  to 
salvation ;  and  drew  the  important  distinction  between 
a  general  exercise  of  faith  in  a  Saviour  provided  for  us, 
and  looking  to  this  Saviour  for  a  personal  interest  in 
the  benefits  of  his  passion.  The  very  striking  analogy, 
also,  between  the  condition  of  the  bitten  Israelites  and 
that  of  depraved  and  ruined  sinners  was  illustrated, 
not  as  expressly  authorized  by  the  text;  but  as  natu¬ 
rally  suggested  by  the  subject,  and  sustained  by  the 
doctrines  of  Scripture  and  by  experience.  His  address 
to  such  as  were  fatally  bitten  by  the  serpent  w’as  felt ; 
and  when  he  came  to  picture  the  scene  of  the  camp  of 
Israel  languishing  and  dying  under  the  bile  of  the 
venomous  serpents ;  and  then,  when  the  mode  of  de¬ 
liverance  was  proclaimed,  and  the  appointed  emblem 
reared,  the  eager  lifting  of  the  eyes  of  those  who  be¬ 
lieved  toward  the  object  of  faith,  the  breathless  atten-

preacher  presented  an  extensive  view  of  the  religious 
destitution  of  the  world,  interspersed  with  many  strong 
illustrations  of  the  misery  of  the  heathen;  and  also 
of  the  awakened  missionary  spirit  of  the  age,  and  es¬ 
pecially  of  our  Church.  The  deep  impression  made 
by  this  discourse  was  heightened  by  the  addresses  that 
followed  it,  which  were  founded  on  the  following  reso¬ 
lutions  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  cheering  success  which  has  at¬ 
tended  the  Missionary  cnlerpnze,  calls  for  deep  grati¬ 
tude  to  God,  and  affords  abundant  cause  for  encourage¬ 
ment  in  the  work. 

Resolved,  That  if  we  would  live  up  to  the  high 
and  holy  character  which  Christ  has  given  of  his  true 
disciples,  as  “  the  light  of  the  world,”  we  must  enter 
fully  into  the  spirit  of  the  missionary  cause. 

In  these  addresses  reasons  for  gratitude  and  en¬ 
couragement  were  drawn  from  the  history  of  the 
Church  in  her  best  days,  boili  past  and  present ; — 
from  what  she  had  done  and  what  she  enjoyed  when¬ 
ever  she  was  zealous  in  spreading  the  Gospel.  The 
spirit  of  religion  and  the  missionary  spirit  were  shown 
to  be  identical;  and  the  obligation  to  engage  in  this 
cause  was  enforced  U|)on  Churchmen  from  the  fact, 
that  the  prayer-book,  and  the  Church,  like  the  Bible, 
were  replete  with  the  spirit  of  missions,  and  also  from 
numerous  examples  in  the  Scriptures  of  high  and  holy 
devotion  to  God,  and  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  the 
Christian  law  of  love  and  gratitude  for  redeeming 
mercy.  Thus  were  concluded  the  regular  services  of 
this  occasion :  and  the  clergy  retired  .'om  the  Church 
to  the  lecture-rrjom  to  complete  their  missionary  busi¬ 
ness  and  united  in  a  parting  prayer  for  God’s  blessing 
on  the  Church,  the  clergy,  and  the  people,  and  espe¬ 
cially  on  the  services  of  this  Convocation.  The  con¬ 
gregation  were  notified  of  this  arrangement,  and  op¬ 
portunity  was  given  to  any  who  pleased  to  attend  the 
meeting.  This  was  a  truly  interesting  incident  in  the 
history  of  this  Convocation.  The  evening  was 
severely  cold,  the  services  in  the  Church  hod  beon 
unusually  protracted,  and  the  chapel  was  at  some  dis¬ 
tance  from  the  Cliurcli ;  and  yet  the  congregation  that 
followed  filled  the  room.  As  we  passed  from  the 
Church  on  our  way  to  the  chapel,  and  then  took  our 
places,  clergy  and  people,  to  reflect  on  what  had  pass¬ 
ed, — to  look  into  the  slate  of  our  heart®, — to  inquire 
whit  were  o«r  purposes  and  resolutions  for  the  future, 
and  to  do  this  as  a  solemn  transaction  between  Gud 
and  our  own  souls,  the  thought  of  a  similar  and  infi¬ 
nitely  more  solemn  meeting  and  account  hereafter,  na¬ 
turally  rushed  upon  the  mind.

It  is  not  long  since  a  gentleman  was  travelling  In 
one  of  the  counties  of  Virginia,  and  about  the  close 
of  the  day  stopped  at  a  public  house  to  obtain  refresh¬ 
ments  and  spend  the  night.

During  this  protracted  period  the  old  j 
gentleman  listened  with  all  the  meekness  and  modes¬ 
ty  of  a  child,  as  if  he  was  adding  new  information  to 
the  stores  of  his  own  mind,  or  perhaps  he  was  ob¬ 
serving  with  philosophic  eye  the  faculties  of  the 
youthful  mind,  and  how  new  energies  are  evolved 
by  repeated  action ;  or  perhaps,  with  patriotic  emo¬ 
tion,  he  was  reflecting  upon  the  future  destinies  of  his 
country,  and  on  the  rising  generation  upon  whom

himself,)  no  art  would  be  *  able  to  elude,  and  no  force 
to  resist.’  At  last  one  of  the  young  men  remarking 
that  it  was  impossible  to  combat  with  long  and  es¬ 
tablished  prejudices,  whirled  around,  and  with  some 
familiarity  exclaimed,  “  Well,  my  old  gentleman,  what 
think  you  of  these  things  1”  “  If,”  said  the  traveller,  “  a 
streak  of  vivid  lightning  had  at  that  moment  crossed 
the  room,  their  amazement  could  not  have  been  great¬ 
er  than  it  was  with  what  followed.” 

The  most  eloquent  and  unanswerable  appeal  was 
made  for  nearly  an  hour  by  the  old  gentleman,  that  he 
ever  heard  or  read.  So  perfect  was  his  recollection, 
that  every  argument  urged  against  the  Christian  reli¬ 
gion  wad  met  in  the  order  in  which  it  was  advanced. 
Hume’s  sophistry  on  the  subject  of  miracles,  was,  if 
j  possible,  more  perfectly  answered,  than  it  had  already 
been  done  by  Campbell.  And  in  the  whole  lecture, 
there  was  so  much  simplicity  and  energy,  pathos  and 
sublimity,  that  not  another  word  was  uttered. 

An  attempt  to  describe  it,  said  the  traveller,  would 
be  an  attempt  to  paint  the  sunbeams.  It  was  now  a 
matter  of  curiosity  and  inquiry  who  the  old  gentleman 
was.  The  traveller  concluded  that  it  was  the  preach¬ 
er  from  whom  the  pulpit  eloquence  was  heard — but 
HO,  it  was  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States.
